At  this  time  we  become  aware  of  new  ideas,  theories,  and  beliefs 
which  conflict  with  those  of  our  parents  and  we  have  to  evaluate 
them  and  see  which  ones  are  worthy  of  becoming  bricks  in  the  struc¬ 
ture  of  our  philosophies.  If  we  select  the  wrong  ones  our  foundation 
will  be  weak  and  we  will  be  handicapped  from  building  higher. 

For  example,  upon  entering  high  school  we  consciously,  or  un¬ 
consciously,  make  a  choice  between  loafing  our  way  through,  or  stu¬ 
dying  to  obtain  good  grades.  This  decision  eventually  determines 
whether  or  not  we  can  get  into  college,  which  in  its  turn  has  such  far 
reaching  effects  upon  our  lives  that  it  is  impossible  to  number  them. 

Another  extremely  important  choice  which  we  have  to  make  at 
this  time  and  which,  by  its  nature,  is  closely  inter-related  with  the 
previous  decisions  is  that  of  a  vocation.  This  selection  is  also  based 
upon  our  philosophy  of  life.  Is  it  money,  power,  fame,  or  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  being  of  service  to  others? 

During  this  period  our  personalities  are  developing  and  we  are 
“finding  ourselves”;  and  we  need  to  remember  the  words  of  another 
philosopher  “to  thine  ownself  be  true”.  It  is  sometimes  hard  for  us  to 
learn  that  our  own  self  respect  and  clear  conscience  are,  or  should  be, 
more  important  to  us  than  the  taunts  of  the  crowd  when  we  differ 
with  them  on  such  questions  as  drinking,  smoking,  swearing  and 
reckless  driving. 

These  decisions  and  choices  which  we  make  in  our  teens  will 
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determine  to  a  vast  degree  the  kind  of  persons  we  will  become,  and 
will  govern  our  success  or  failure  in  life. 

Thus  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  we  know  ourselves 
and  what  is  important  to  us,  so  that  we  can  make  the  best  possible 
choices.
